The National Dairy Council 
established on April 24, 1915, by a 
group of dairy leaders who saw the 
need for an organized promotion pro- 
gram to tell the public about the food 
value of milk and its products.

Educational 


The committee discussed at great 
length the merits of the educational 
versus the commercial approach to the 
selling of dairy foods. History records 
that there was wide divergence of 
opinion. However, the Committee fi- 
nally agreed that the dairy industry 
would obtain best results through 
the National Dairy Council by making 
use of the educational approach. It 
was clearly pointed out that if NDC 
would develop a broad health educa- 


tion program in which milk and its 
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‘at 
al 


products occupied a fundamental po 
sition, as disclosed by nutrition re- 
search, the Dairy Council would have 
the cooperation of opinion-influencing 
leaders 

Following its decision, the Com 
mittee went to the dairy industry to 
ascertain the attitude of representa 
tive industry leaders toward promot 
ing dairy foods through an education 
al program. Records show that the 
educational approach, agreed upon 
by the Committee, was favorably re- 
ceived. 

State-Wide Dairy Councils Formed 

Only a few weeks elapsed before 
the educational program began to 
find roots for development. In its first 
stages interest was centered in the 
formation of state-wide Dairy Coun- 
cils, affiliated with NDC. Five of these 
were organized during the summer 
and fall of 1918. The State Dairy 
Council of lowa was the first to be 
set up on May 28, 1918. Later, State 
Dairy Councils were formed in Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Indiana, Michigan 
and California. 

The first educational piece printed 
by the National Dairy Council for use 
in the Dairy Council program was a 
booklet entitled, Milk, The Necessary 
Food for Growth and Health. Then 
followed in 1919 a Dairy Recipe Book, 
Milk Drinks .. . Food Facis, and three 
posters: The Milk Bottle, The Magic 
of Milk, and Ice Cream, A Nutritious 
Food. 


These early beginnings gave birth 
to progress in the development of local 
Dairy Councils and in the creation of 
educational materials by NDC 

Organize Local Dairy Councils 

Since the first state-wide Dairy 
Councils were organized trend 
through the years up to 1954 has been 
toward setting up loca) Dairy Council 
programs in major cities from coast 
to coast. As of October 1, 1954, 69 
Dairy Councils have been organized 
in 33 states in NDC’s 40 years of 
progress. While the National Program 
covers the 48 states through its con 
tacts with opinion influencing leaders 
on the national level, the 69 local 
Dairy Councils cover in a more con 
centrated manner the opinion-influ- 
encing leaders on the local level 

Thousands of different educational] 
materials have been developed and 
used in the Dairy Council program 
since the days of the first piece. On an 
annual basis, about 232 different 
pieces of NCD's materials are now 
being made available to and used by 


the nation’s leaders to tell the story of 


good nutrition to men, women and 
children with whom they are in con 


tact daily in connection with their 
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own activities. Included in these ma- 
terials are industry 
pieces which the dairy industry uses 
to merchandise and promote its own 
products. It is estimated that the an- 
nual distribution of all these materials 


merchandising 


in 1953 was well over 15 million 
copies 

As the program progressed in im- 
portance it became apparent that 
there was need for coordination in 
approach and procedure in programs 
Plans were made to hold an Annual 
Conference of Dairy Council workers 
and industry members to move toward 
that goal. The first one of these con 
ferences was held in St. Paul, Minne- 
sota, in October 1921. They have been 
held annually ever since. 
Nutrition Research Basic to Program 

National Dairy Council has always 
recognized the need for research on 
dairy foods and provided for the dis 
semination of the findings to the pub 
lic. In the last 13 years alone, the dairy 
ndustry, through the Dairy Council 
has invested well over a half mil 
lion dollars in nutrition research. This 
has provided information used by 
NDC in the development of thous 
ands of different educational pieces 
for use in its educational program to 
stimulate the consumption of dairy 
foods and to develop a better public 
understanding of the dairy industry 

Other avenues through which the 
nutritional qualities of dairy foods are 
presented to opinion-influencing lead- 
ers are Personal contacts, leader 
meetings, timely exhibits and displays, 
colorful films, professional advertising, 
and the press, radio and television 
Ihese public relations tools are util 
ized to enlist the support of leaders 
and groups, in government, profes 
sions, education, and consumer areas. 
Through these opinion-influencing 
avenues the Dairy Council program 
influences the food habits of the 
American family 

New Market Potentials 

Results of the Dairy Council pro 
gram are many. Nationally, dividends 
from the dairy industry inyestment 
can best be illustrated by taking, for 
example, the weight reduction § re 
search project carried on at Michigan 
State College 

The research was initiated by NDC 
when a trend developed which en 
couraged people to give up milk and 
milk products as fattening. Nutrition 
ists had long felt that it was perhaps 
more important for people to consume 
a balanced diet of basic foods when 
reducing than at any other time. How 


ever specific information 


research 
demonstrating this idea was not avail 


able. The Michigan State College re 


search resulted in specific evidence 
that persons on a diet which included 
generous amounts of dairy and other 
basic foods experienced excellent re- 
sults for healthy weight loss and 
maintenance 

rhe findings were made available 
to professional and educational lead 
ers from coast to coast and to Dairy 
Council Directors for their use in rec- 
ommending well-balanced diets, includ 
ing dairy foods for weight control The 
same information was made available 
later to the dairy industry for its use 
in promoting greater use of milk and 
its products 

Ihe application of these findings 
to the dairy food market meant that 
if everyone in the United States adopt 
ed the eating pattern suggested, either 
to lose weight or maintain ideal 
weight, it would call for considerable 
increases in the per capita consump 
tion of dairy foods. This study repre 
sented only one example of the many 
market potentials resulting from nu 
trition research and the dissemination 
of research information by the Na 
tional Dairy Council. 


Dairy Industry Finances Program 

From an operating budget of 
$12,000 to one of $3,000,000—that is 
the measure of growth in terms of 
money needs to carry on the Dairy 
Council program in 1954, This money 
comes from producers through the 
American Dairy Association; from the 
ice cream industry; through the In 
ternational Association of Ice Cream 
Manufacturers; and directly to NDC 
from memberships held by dealers, 
processors, and equipment and supply 
jobbers and manufacturers. This ac 
counts for approximately $300,000 
which is used for the national level 
program carried on from NDC head 
quarters in Chicago. The balance of 
$2,700,000 is made available through 
the local budgets of affiliated Dairy 
Council units and special programs 
In most instances half of this sum 
comes from local dealers and the other 
half from local producers for the ed 
ucational program in the local mar 
kets 

These three million dollars are in 
vested annually by the dairy industry 
for market maintenance and expan 
sion to improve the eating habits of 
ceomstumnct

Moderated by G. C. Anderson, a 
panel discussion on the subject “Why 
Purebreds?” highlighted the North 
west Regional Purebred Dairy Cattle

LIBERTY HYDE BAILEY 

Liberty Hyde Bailey, world-famed 
Cornell botanist, died Christmas night 
at the age of 96. He was a native of 
Michigan and a graduate of Michigan 
State College, coming to Cornell 66 
years ago. He put new life into the 
struggling young agricultural depart 
ment and under his leadership it was 
designated as the New York State Ag 
ricultural College in 1903, with Dr 
Bailey as dean. He retired from active 
administrative duties in 1913 and has 
since been dean emeritus. Bailey Hall, 
the Cornell auditorium, is named for 
him 

In his more recent years Dr. Bailey 
has been engaged in research and 
writing and has roamed in far places 
in search of new and useful plants 
He is the author of over 100 text 
books, of which perhaps the _ best 
known was his Cyclopedia of Horti 
culture. He had been active up until 


near the end of his long life
